An orally or parenterally administrable pha?4naceutical 
composition which comprises an alkanovl L-camitine 
wherein tlie linear or branched alkano^i group has 2-6 
carbon atoms, or one of its pharmajz!ologically acceptable 
salts, and a statin. 
The composition of clami-l, wherein the.alkanoyl L-camitine 
is selected from tne group / eompriaing Acetyl L-carnitine, 
propionyl L-carnitine, butyiyl L-carnitine, valeryl L-camitine 
and isovaleryl L-lcamitme. 

The composition otjclahp^, wherein J±Le statin is selected 
from the g^o\j^ Qtalf^^bihg f JlovaTstatin, simvastatin, 
provastatin and^ fluvastatin. 
The composition of claim 1, wherein the pharmacologically 
acceptably salt of the alkanoyl L-camitine is selected from 
the gro^p ^S^^^^^:W^de, bromide, orotate, acid 
aspartate, acid citrate, acid phosphate, fumarate and acid 
fumarate, lactate, maleate and acid maleate, acid oxalate, 
aciyi sulphate, glucose phosphate, tartrate and acid tartrate. 
Tne composition of claim 1 , wherein the statin is simvastatin 
/and the alkanoyl L-camitine is propionyl L-camitine or one 
of its pharmacologically acceptable salts. 
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6. THe composition of any of the preceding claims with a 
ehoiesterolaemia-lowering and triglyceridaemia-lowering 
actixSti "for .the treatment of diseases caused by abnormal lipid 
mdtab'^lism.

The tuse of claims 9 or 10, in which t±ie statin is selected 
from! the group comprising lovastatin, simvastatin, 
provastatin and fluvastatin and the alkanoyl L-camitine is 
selerfted|\ from among the group comprising acetyl L- 
carnitiip propionyl L-camitine, butyryl L-camitine, valeryl 
L-camitme and isovaJeryl L-camitine or one of their 
pharmacplogically acceptable salts.
